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1 . Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 , line 2 "the non electrical box-shaped part" has no antecedent basis; 
on line 3 "the electrical parts" has no antecedent basis; on lines 4 and 7 "the 
small palm-sized box" has no antecedent basis; on line 11 "the red LED", "the 
green LED" and "the white incandescent bulb" have no antecedent basis; on line 
12 "their attention" is indefinite; on line 13 both recitations of "and/or" are 
indefinite; and on lines 10-13 it is not clearly stated what the two ways of 
indicating presence wanted or check for services wanted are indicated. If a red 
LED is used for one indication and a combined white/green signal is used for a 
second indication then this should be more particularly pointed out in the claim 
language. 

2. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Korzen, Dempsey, Davis, Carlman, Russell, Howell and Dotson 
disclose service provider signaling devices. 

3. Claim 1 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
